“ear” now stands at Gold- 
stone in the Mojave Desert of 
California — the - newest, 
biggest and most sensitive 
radio antenna of the Ameri- 
can“space program. 

It is & 210-ft. dish aerial, 
computer controlled, and cap- 
able of detecting signals from 
ute 
fringes of the solar system— 
perhaps even taking a look at 
Pluto. The dish can collect a 
signal of one billionth of a 
billionth of -a watt. The 2,000- 
ton structure floats on a thin 
film of oil, allowing smooth, 
tremor-free motion of the 
huge dish to scan the. entire 
sky from horizén to horizon, 


Concentrated 


The faint signals from space 
are concentrated on a 
“maser” amplifier, bathed in 
liquid helium at a tempera- 
ture of minus 452 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This ultra-cold, 
ultra-sensitive - device _ ampli- 
fies the bleeps 40,000 times; 
even then, the signal is still 
extrémely_weak, and has to— 
be passed through further, 
more conventional amplifiers.
